BAR TO WATCH 


U. S. JUDICIARY 


Kansas City, Sept. 29 TAP).—An 
American Bar association committee 
urged “increasing vigilance” today 
to throw a permanent 
blockade 
against any new attempt to "re­ 
make" the Supreme Court. 
Declaring the “likelihood" that a 
court reorganization proposal would 
be renewed, the special committee 
recommended the association set up 
a seven-man commission to keep 
constant watch over the nation’s ju­ 
dicial system. 
The report was brought to the con- 
i vention floor today by Sylvester C. 
Smith, Jr., of Phillipsburg, New Jer­ 
sey, committee chairman. 
It credited the association-spon­ 
sored bar referenda—which showed 
four and one-half to one majority 
against President Roosevelt’s Su­ 
preme Court plan—as a substantial 
factor "in bringing about the his­ 
toric adverse report by a majority 
of the Senate committee” on the 
original 
administration 
Supreme 
Court bill. 
While speakers continued a criti­ 
cal barrage against the court plan 
and other Roosevelt measures Tues­ 
day, Oklahoma’s Attorney General 
Mac Q. Williamson spoke up for the 
New Deal—and brought prompt re­ 
buttal from Frederick H. Stinchfleld, 
the Bar association president. 
Addressing the National associa­ 
tion of Attorneys General, William­ 
son said "there is always a danger 
in those entrusted with high office, 
whether in th e’ Bar association or 
the nation to become smug, com­ 
placent and self-satisfied and to re­ 
gard as a sinister force anyone who 
disagrees with them.” 
The Oklahoma official said the Bar 
association leaders have formed a 
“mutual admiration society of back­ 
slappers,” and that the "face cards" 
of th*5 convention had lost interest J 
in the "playing cards" who make up 
the rank and file. 
Stinchfleld replied in an interview: 
"Hus whole matter originated in 
the attempt of the administration to 
put over the Supreme Court measure 
and all other references to the ad­ 
ministration are purely incidental. 
"We consider the Supreme Court 
issue in no sense partisan or politi­ 
cal." 
The seven-man commission sug­ 
gested in the court proposal report 
would work with special congression­ 
al committees to study the federal 
court system. If court changes were 
proposed in Congress again another 
bar referendum would be recom­ 
mended to determine the course of 
the commission.
